Boston, Jan 11—A measure was In- 


troduced in the house today by Repre- 
sentative Estes of Brockton, signed by 
the mayor and prominent business 
men and judges of Brockton, relating 
to the establishment of dispensaries 
for the sale of alcohol and Intoxi- 
cants in no-license cities and towns.

no druggist shall

STRENGTH IS WANING, 


Feverish Desire For "Land Grabbing" 
Un-American, Says Senator Mason. 


A Few Hints on Modern Meth- 


ods of "Civilization" 


In Which We Are Reminded That All Our Insti- 


tutions Are Not Above Reproach, 


Washington, Jan. 11.—Senator Mason's 


speech yesterday against expansion was 
pretty pungent The features which 
created an especial sensation were his 
Inquiry whether, now that Dick Croker 
has come out for civilizing the Filipinoi, 
we had not better eend Croker himself 
on the mission of civilization, and his 
proposal that wa make over Lincoln's 
Gettysburg ad«lre*«. In spite of thesup- 
posed unpopularity of Mr. Mason's 
course, a ripple of applause went around 
the galleries at his close, and senators 
flocked around hi» chair to congratulate 
him. 


In the course of his speech the sena- 


tor said: "For over 100 years every lover 
of liberty has pointed to this sentence 
of the Declaration of Independence: 
'That all just powers of government are 
derived from the consent of the gov- 
erned/ as a reason for their fight for 
liberty. This sentence has been a pillar 
of fire by night and has stirred the hearts 
of the oppressed all over the world. In 
the light of this sentence crowns have 
fallen Into dust, and the foundation of 
republics have been laid. Tou ask for 
expansion. See how we have expanded 
in the time since this sentence was writ- 
ten. Not only have republics started up 
in place of monarchies, but monarchies 
have themselves gradually broadened 
into constitutional governments, getting 
nearer and nearer to the voice of the 
people. 


"Our own was the first great republic, 


and in the better and broader sense our 
flag floats from the dome of every re- 
public. From Brazil to Nicaragua and 
Venezuela, the brave little republican 
flag-is floaing. It may not be striped nor 
starred, like our own, but it Is born of the 
spirit of our spirit wherever It floats, and 
It breathes defiance to the monarchies 
of the world, because our flag Is In our 
sky and because the Monroe doctrine la 
wrlten forever IB the hearts of the peo- 
ple 


"The other day, when the distinguished 


senator from Massachusetts .asked the 
senator from Connecticut (Platt) what 
he was going to do with the sentence 
that "All Just powers of government are 
derived from the consent of the gov- 
erned," he answered, "from the consent 
of some of the governed."

"Mr. President, when any great cause 


Which Is agitating the minds of the peo- 
ple needs for its defense such shallow 
and un-American evasions as this that 
cause will not live long in the minds of 
intelligent people, 


"Th^ Filipino is.begging to treat with 


Ha as to hl« own land. He acknowledges 
•ur gallant service. There Is no honest 
commercial treaty that an honest na- 
tion could ask that they aire not willing 
to consent to. They won liberty as we 
did, and when "0,000,000 people have 
heard their ory for mercy and independ- 
ence the father In New England will 
plead for the father In Manila; the moth- 
er in Illinois will pray for the poor moth- 
er in the Islands of the sea; the fathers 
v/lli vote as the mothers pray; the 
poisoned view of selfishness will have 
had Its run and God help the party that 
urges war on the native who defends 
only his liberties and his home. 


"Ah! Mr. President, have wegot to fight 


and plead for these people as we did for 
Cuba? Are we to hear Agninaldo and 
his followe-ra called robbers and cut- 
throats, ae we heard of the brave Garcia 
and his followers wihln the last 13 
months In this chamber? Why not make 
them our friends forever, Instead of our 
enemies.Why stingily withhold the jewel 
of independence; why not finish this war 
aa we begun it—for humanity's sake? 
Why not with a free and open hand give 
to them what we have promised togiveto 
Cuba? Then we have kept our promise; 
then have we bound them to us by bands 
stronger than steel, and then can wa 
answer the slanders of Europe, who 
called us land grabbers." 


Referring to the statement that th« 


Americana intended to give the Philip- 
pines Liberty, Senator Mason said: "How 
Is this liberty to be established? Isltto 
be done hypodermlcally, with a 13-Inch 
gun? Are not our men and ships lying 
off Hollo? Did not the natives who were 
our allies drive the Spaniards out? Are 
they not In possession of their own land, 
their own homes? Having worn the 
Spanish yoke so long, do you wonder at 
their fear of ours? Shall we shoot them 
and burn their homes because God Al- 
mighty has planted In their hearts and 
on their Hpa the sweet song of liberty? 
Forbid It, Almighty God! 


"But we are told that we must civilize 


them. Which part of our civilization 
ahall we give them first? Shall we show 
them how to run municipalities with 
boodle aldermen ? I see the chief of that 
great ethical society, known as Tam- 
many hall, say* keep the Islands; shall 
we send him to teach the untaught Fili- 
pino cleanliness In municipal politics? 
Shall we teach them to worship money 
or the man who has It? Shall we have 
special Instructors to teach them how 
to kill postmasters and their wives and 
children because of their complexions? 
Shall we have Illustration* showing In 
lanpe pictures the works of our mobs 
within the last 90 days in North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina and Illinois? Shall 
we teach them how to organize trusts so 
that one or two men can raise the price 
«f the necessaries of life to all the peo- 
ple? Shall we amend and print Lincoln's 
Gettysburg •peed) so that It will read, 
'A government of all of the people, by a 
part of toe people, for a few of tho peo« 
j>le?' 


"Gentlemen may say I belittle our own 


institutions. <*, no.' I simply call atten- 
tion to the beam In our own eye, to pre- 
vent. If possible, our breaking our neck 
trying to find the mote In the eye of the 
Filipino 10,000 mile* away. 


"Have we the right to purchase sov- 


ereignty? And If we have such a right, 
have we the right to BUM>>">«* it 


oi/d.i,, .,uu .,-I.L: uu UfaiH and whose tltlt 
we had already discredited among the 
nations of the world? If we purchase 
the Spanish title of sovereignty, would 
we have the true title? 


"Who 
wants to govern the Philippine 


Islands? Who among us wishes to vote 
for laws here to govern them, 10,000 miles 
away ? I never saw their homes, I never 
spoke with one of them, and I don't know 
(.heir language, I could not live in their 
climate, I don't know their Institutions. 
Who is there here on this hill In Wash- 
ington, I say, to write laws to govern 
these people, v.-hos* very language we do 
not undersland? 


"Ah, 
Mr. President, the fever has been 


upon us. Thank God, I believe the crisis 
is past. The people have been lashed 
into fury by the press. The glorious 
achievements of our army and navy hava 
set the national pulse beating high, but 
the land grabbing fever ia gradually re- 
ceding and the unnatural, un-Ameri- 
can desire to govern another without his 
consent, -thank God. is not so strong to- 
day as it was but a few days since. 


"Mr. President, I am through. I do not 


expect to escape bitter criticism, I have 
seen so much of sacrifice on the part of 
others in all of the past for the cause of 
liberty that I would for it sacrifice my 
seat among you, in which I take great 
honor, as cheerfully as I would part with 
a prust of bread. 


"I have wished for that magnetic 


strength that would help me to burn 
within your hearts the sacred word of 
liberty, not Spanish liberty for Cuba, 
not liberty for you prescribed by me, not 
liberty for me prescribed by you; not 
English liberty for America, not Ameri- 
can liberty for the Philippines, but lib- 
erty universal for irtilch our fathers 
diei"

said, he Issued about 380,000 pounds of 
refrigerator beef, 
t was carefully In- 


spected, a.nd wias all fine mpad He eaid 
about 4200 pounds of beef was con- 
demned by a board of survey, after it had 
reached the camps, wftlch were from 
two to six miles from the transports. 
The meat deteriorated between the 
transports and the camps. 
He con- 


sidered the refrigerator beef certainly 
as good aa any native beef that could be 
had in Cuba, 
When troops were far 


in the interior, he snould recommend 
furnishing them with beef on the hoof. 
Regarding the canned "roast" or boiled 
beef, he eaid- it was food, though not 
particularly attractive, and our men 
soon tired of it. The Spanish prisoners 
and the Cubans liked it, preferring it to 
bacon.

missary of substance In the voiunteert, 
described in detail his experience on the 
transport Massachusetts, which de- 
Itvered a; large cargo of refrigerator beef 
at Porto Rico and Santiago.

A brochure, by Mary Foote Hender- 


•on, the gifted wife of ex-Senator J. B. 
Henderson of Missouri, ou a proposed 
new White HODM, to be located on 
Meridian hill, baa been distributed at 
the capital. It presents • half tone of 
tbe proposed structure, tbe entrance 
combining certain features of that of 
tbe oapitol ou tbe west side and tbe en- 
trance of tbe oe* library of congress. 
Tbe style of tbe White House, as de- 
signed, wonld be classic, or ratber tbe 
American adaptation of tbe Roman 
oiaftsio, as flret evolved in the capitol, 
the Seventh street general postoffloe and 
more recently in tbe congressional Ji- 
biary. One wing of tbe building would 
be devoted exclusively to tbe president 
and the other wing for tbe entertain- 
ment; of visitors. Tho entrance to tbe 
manaion would be in tbe center of tbe 
building, bringing one into a broad, 
vaulted hall, whose arches are graoe- 
fally finataiued by columns. On one 
side tbe entrance tbree reception rooms 
open from tbe ball and lead into the 
east room, following a tradition of the 
old Wbita House. The plans are made 
in detail for an elaborate structure. Be- 
side tbe ontline of the plan, which is 
addressed "To the Congress of the 
United States," nine large drawings 
and two large paintings bnve been sent 
to the uommit tee 'rooms of public build- 
ings and grounds. 


Tbe site proposed, between ' Four- 


teenth and Sixteenth streots and be- 
tween D and Huron streets, is said to 
bave been favored by Senator Foote of 
Vermont, a distinguished senator of 
wartimes, who was often active in de- 
bate and wbo was onoe chairman of tbe 
committee on pnblio buildings and 
grounds. The drawings are by Mr. Paul 
J. Lentz, tbe architect. 


The Public Library. 


John Russell Young, the librarian of 


congress, has made his report to that 
body. There are now 689,483 volumes 
in tbe library and 326,000 pamphlets. 
The receipts of tbe library were $55,- 
937 and tbe expenditures (136,343. 
"The additions during the fiscal year," 
suys Mr. Young, "have been upon sys- 
tematic lines. Tbe first consideration 
was tbe 'filling of the gaps,' especially 
in tbe way of periodicals and newspa- 
pers. The library, for instanoe, proposes 
to obtain complete sets of every period- 
ical 
embodied in 
Poolers Index. 


While a large proportion of Poole's ref- 
erences are on our shelves, additions 
will when complete bring the student 
within tbe widest range of periodical 
literature. Wben we recall tbe impor- 
tance now attached to the growth of 
serial work of special themes and the 
tendency of masters of modern thought 
to find the most convenient form of ex- 
pression, the value of this will become 
apparent. 
We do not overlook tbe im- 


portance of having ae far as possible an 
author's complete works. If, for in- 
stance, we have one of Mr. Bancroft's 
books, wesbould have all of them. Tbis 
is somewhat difficult, as ngeful books 
become rare and are costly because of 
their rarity."

General 


ThaddetisH. Stautop, paymaster general 
of tha army, was tbe subject of a bill 
introduced in tbe senate recently/ It 
proposes to make him a major general 
before his retirement, which will be 
Jan. SO next. Outside of his distin- 
guished military career in Washington 
and elsewhere, particu arly on the fron- 
tier, General Stauton is of especial in- 
terest to Washington, because he first 
embarked on his life as a soldier in 
troops enlistee! irorn tbe .District of Co- 
lumbia. Ho served as a private in Com- 
pany A, Third battalipn, District o' 
Columbia infantry, from April 16, 1861, 
to the following Jaly 15, when be was 
honorably discharged tbat be might go 
out tn Iowa and raise a company, of 
which he became captain. Of army serv- 
ice in the civil war and conflicts in the 
struggles in Kansas preceding it, as 
well as in Indian fighting since the 
peace at Apponiattos, the general has 
had his share. Whether tbe bill be- 
comes law or not, General Stanton will 
retire with tbe good wishes of many 
statesmen at tbe capitol. 


How the War Helped Him.

gainer financially by the late war, and 
the reason be gives is a decidedly novel 
one. From his coming to Washington 
up to tbe outbreak of the war an aver- 
age of 100 babies a month were named 
after him, or at least their fond parents 
so informed him by letter.

Tbe Oregon went down off Long Island 
in collision with a echoouer March 14, 
1886. 
The mails were all lost. The 


coupons, sent from Frankfort-on-the- 
Main, 
were never recovered. 
After 


much official routine iu securing uffl- 
dnvits nud protecting the treasury 
against any possible presentation of tbe 
coupons hereafter tbe senate has voted 
to reimburse tbe firm. The house is now 
asked for a similar vote.

BREAKING A RECORD. 


The manager of the London and Glas- 


gow air line railway, Mr. 8wipes, sent me 
uii invitation marked "private," saying 
thot he wns bound to beat the record made 
by the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
railroad now that they had come out into 
print about it. 


He added that when the New York Cen- 


tral broke the English record they did so 
with their Empire State orpress, which 
any one could hove traveled on who hud 
the money to pay his fore. 
This, lie 


claimed, was the right way of breaking a 
record if you are going to write about it 
.afterword. 


Nevertheless he was going to follow the 


Lake Shore and Michigan Southern fash- 
ion, just to see what hia railroad could do, 
and he invited me, as a person owning an 
American watch, to come upon the trip, 
but begged me to say nothing whatever 
about it, for, he said, instead of breaking 
the record we might perhaps break our 
necks. 


I was to meet him at the London termi- 


nus of the London and Glasgow nir line 
at exactly 1C midnight, threo weeks ago. 
There was some little risk in going out at 
that hour, for it is well known that one of 
the most obnoilous nnd oppressive laws, 
made by King Edward himself, ia that ev- 
ery man in London must be in his own 
house at 8:40 o'clock and have lighwout 


j and be in bed at 0. 


Any one out after that hour is liable to 


I arrest, so I stole up and down through the 


streets and dodged the policemen until I 
came to the terminus. Hero I was amazed 


1 to find an immense locomotive and one flat 


car, with two camp stools on it.

"What's this for?" I said to Swipes.

"We're going to break the record with 


tiiis train," he replied. "I want to have 
it as light as possible, for any ordinary 
carriage meets with such resistance in 
passing so quickly through the atmosphere 
that I concluded to take a freight car, and 
if we have a gmaah up it won't be so ex- 
pensive."

quarrel about time. Your watch shall be 
the only official timepiece in the company. 
Mine, as I think I told you in tho latter, 
generally loses 2 hours out of the 34, so 
I think we had better not trust to it." 


I strapped myself to one stool and 


Swipes strapped himself to the other, and 
at 13:15 we pulled out of Marylcbone ter- 
minus. It was agreed that we were not to 
begin the record until we passed Highgate, 
and were thus safely out of the influence 
of London. 


The distance from London to Glasgow 


Is 401-6 miles. We had for engineer Peter 
McGump, who was a Scotchman, and 
therefore knew the road to Glasgow well, 
and Billy Jones of Whitochapel did the 
firing. 


We had no brakeman, because, as Swipes 


said, it was not on the brakes we were go- 
Ing to depend for breaking the record. 


Tns engine was known as the Mary 


Jane and familiar to all the operators on 
the road ai ''Her Golden Hair Is Hangin 
Down 'er Back." She gets this nickname 
from her great speed and from the fact 
that the smoke with sparks In it trails out 
behind like a great banner. 


After leaving Highgate Peter gave her

ingAginst That Tribunal* 


Its Fairness Sure to Be Im- 


peached In Advance* 


Undignified Method el Appealing to P«puliee 


Through Irnsponilble Newipapari. 


Farla, Jan. IL— The Dreyfus affaJr has 


now entered one of Its bitterest chapters. 
Accusations, vituperations and threats 
are raging in the cafes and among the 
scores of boulevard sheets, many of 
which have found their sole reason for 
existence for months past in the un- 
happy strife they foment. 


It la regarded by impartial observers 


as the moat dangerous factor to the in- 
fitltutions of the republic the affair has 
yet developed1 that the president of one 
of the chambers of the court of cassa- 
tion should assume the role of a leade 
of the agitation against the tribunal, de 
daring that 16 of his colleagues are con 
spiring to defeat the ends of Justice. Tin 
method he employs of appealing to the 
populace through th« newspapers, in the 
*yes of the most conservatlce, aggra- 
vates hia course by Its lack of dig-nlty 
It Is evident that he, believing that the 
court of cassation will decide in favor of 
JDreyf us, intends to divest tho decision of 
aW weight by impeaching its fairness In 
advance; and he seems likely to succeed, 
so far as the anti-Dreyfuaards, many of 
whom have hitherto respected the court 
but are only eager to find excuses fo 
discrediting it, are concerned. 


The opinion is gaining ground that th- 


opponents of the republic may find ii 
this man. Queaney de Beaurepaire a 
leader, the Jack of whom has hitherto 
been the chief guarantee of the continu- 
ance of the present regime. 


M. De Beaurepaire today contribute? 


to the papers another rhetorical de- 
nunciation of the court of cassation. He 
exihorts the government to take the 
Dreyfus case from the hands of the 
criminal chamber and to entrust It to the 
49 magistrates composing the whole 
court or to five of t-he oldest Justices. He 
appeaJa to the Dreyfusards: "Repudi- 
ate M. Loew and the others who serve 
you too well not to serve you badly.

BiiOOKLTN, Oct. 25 —The navy yard 


hero is a very busy place. One by ODO 
the vessels both Jarge and small that 
have been south or in Cuban waters are 
returning bere to have repairs made 
and be overhauled. All of the larger 
vessels have been at the yard, and now 
the armored cruisers New York and 
Brooklyn and tbe battleships Indiana, 
Texas and Massachusetts hold the more 
prominent places. For the first time in 
the history of the navy all the bat- 
tleships in active service have been at 
the navy yard at this station at one 
time. The battleships Iowa and Oregon 
left the yard some time ago and are now 
on their long journey to Hawaii, and 
Manila, in the Philippine islands. Many 
alterations have been made to the bat- 
tleships while they have been at cha 
navy yard. 
The funnels have been 


lengthened ten ieet on all but the Iowa, 
which was the first vessel of her class 
to have long funnels placed on her when 
phe was constructed. This was done to 
give the ships a greater natural draft 
to the furnaces. Besides having the fun- 
nels lengthened a part of tbe old bat- 
teries was removed and replaced with 
modern guns capable of greater destruc- 
tion. The gnns removed were the old 6 
inch patterns. Their places were taken 
by the new long barreled 6 iucb rapid 
fire gnns. With this new armament the 
vessels will be much stronger iu bat- 
tery power than before, as the new gnns 
can be loaded and discharged much 
more rapidly than the ones removed. 


A number of tbe smaller vessels of 


the auxiliary class have come to the 
yard and been placed out of commis- 
sion. There are also a number of col- 
liers and transports at the yard, and it 
has been reported that many of these 
vessels will be returned to their former 
owners or sold at auction, as Uncle Sara 
will have no further use for them. 


One of the vessel? that arrived at the 


javy yard recently and that have at- 
tracted considerable attention is the lit- 
tle composite gunboat Annapolis. She 
was tho first of her class to be bnilt for 
tbe navy and baa proved a eoccees in 
every way. The vessel is now used as a 
training ship for the engineer class at 
the Naval academy. She arrived at tho 
navy yard a few dnys ago with a num- 
ber of the embryo engineers on board. 
It ia their annual visit to the naval sta- 
tions along the Atlantic coast and to 
the plants of the kirger shipbuilding 
concerns to inspect the ships building 
in them and to have the intricate ma- 
chinery explained. Their trip this year 
waa somewhat delayed on account rf 
the war. The boys are not given much 
liberty, but are kept close to the ship 
when they are not working aboat the 
yards. It is not an uncommon sight to 
eeaa number of the "youngsters," as 
the cadets are called by the officers, go- 
ing from pne shop to another with note- 
books and pencils ready to make notes 
to be used in their studies when they 
return to the academy. When the An- 
napolis leaves the yard at this station, 
she will go to Boston, nud from there 
to the Bath Iron worka at Bath, Me. 


A largo number of torpedo boats are 


now iu tbe yard waiting to Le repaired 
and placed ant of commission. It will 
be necessary to find some fresh water 
basin iu .which to keep the vessels, as 
the salt A-ater bus a bad effect on the 
hulls, which are of very thin plates, and 
the pipes lending from the engine rooms 
to tho outsido of the vessels.

Real society, representing the culture, 
wealth, refinement snd beauty of the 
metropolis, has ever taken keen delight 
in entertaining Mr. Cboate aud doing 
him honor, and Mr. Ohoate has as fre- 
quently expressed his sense of social ob- 
ligation by reciprocal entertainments. 
Mr. Ohoate is not a clubman as club- 
men go. 
He can't afford 
to dawdle 


about in tbat way. Most of million- 
aires, public men and oven ordinary 
politicians belong to a dozen or more 
clubs. Mr. Oboate is a pillar of tbe Un- 
ion League, the Harvard c'ab, the New 
England society and the ITcw York Bar 
association. 
Indeed he is tbe keystone 


of tbe arch of all four aud has been ex- 
ecutive officer of the four at various 
times. Of th"sa the Union League and 
Harvard are really clubs and the other 
twain are associations wherein "feasts 
of reason" are tho ouly forms of enter-' 
tainruent save on the occasion of their

In Mr. Choate's home life be is su- 


premely bluet. Be lives in an ordinary 
four story broirnstone mansion in tbat 
fine residential part of tbe town polit- 
•icaJly known r.s the "diamond back dis- 
trict," yet tbers is no happier home os 
this broad laud than 60 Weet Forty- 
seventh street. It is a paradise in which 
Mr. Cacato and his estimable helpmeet 
rule as joint sovereigns with tbeir three 
children as loving subjects. These are 
George Choate, a fine young fellow of 
SO; a younger sister, Mabel, and Joseph 
Bodges Ohoate, Jr., a dasbiug young 
fellow of 22, wbo is oue of the best golf 
players iu the conntry.

, life, Mr, Choate's devotion to his help- 
mate and love for his children have pass- 
ed into a proverb among hia friends. 
This waa instanced at a dinner party 
lately, when some one asked him who 
be woald prefer to be if be conld not 
bo himself. Quick ;ts a flash, with a 
loving look at bis helpmate, he replied, 
"If I conld not be myself, I shonld like 
to be Mrs. Choate's jecoud husband." 
Tbe lady was a Miss Caroline Sterling, 
a Cleveland belle, whom Mr. Ohoate 
married away back in 1861. What a 
beautiful picture of constancy bis gal- 
lant reply gives to a world in which 
this glorious attribute is sadly lacking! 


Mr. Choate's biography is not a hack- 


neyed theme. His career has never been 
pictured save in tbe briefest possible 
form, simply because be has ever shun- 
ned notoriety. Born in tbe historic 
town of Balein, Mass., on Jau. 24, 1839, 
within a stone's throw of Hawthorne's 
birthplace, be comes of a family honor- 
ed aud renowned throughout New Eng- 
land. His fatber was a first cousin of 
the celebrated Rnfus Ghoate, nnd his 
earliest ancestor in this conn try, Jobn 
Ohoate, wbo became a citizen of Mas- 
sachusetts in 1667.

Fronds N. Bangs were his particular 
game, and the way he would humorous- 
ly buit tbe stately senator and the fiery 
general was indescribably droll. Bangs 
used to frequently predict with great 
wrath that bis "life would be shorten- 
ed by that fellow Choate." Indeed Mr. 
Oboate was the only man living who 
could trifle with either of these imperi 
ous gentlemen and still retain tbeir 
frieudabip after the "fight was over." 
He was the only man I ever knew of 
who conld get the better of Bosooe 
Ooukling in repartee. 
A case In point 


is his famous retort to the senator in 
tbe Stewart Huntington trial. In the 
course of a magnificent speech Uonkling 
bad witb fine humor qnoted portions of 
a published description of Mr. Ohoate's 
appearance. It provoked a hearty laugh, 
in which the victim joined good uatnr- 
edly. Ee quickly turned the laugh on 
tbe stately senator a moment later, when 
it came to bii turn.

But the qualities which 
make bim an indifferent politician en- 
dear bim to sober minded, patriotio cit- 
izen B. 


There never was a more zealous advo- 


cate of human freedom than Joseph H. 
Choate. Time and a^ain, ever since his 
manhood began, be has eloquently es- 
poused tbe cause of Ireland, Cuba, 
Hungary, Armenia and every other na- 
tion whose life was being crushed be- 
neath the heel of the oppressor, bet he 
never hesitates to playfully show any 
or all of them tbeir faults as well as 
tbeir virtues if the occasion, in" his 
Opinion, requires it. He apnlies the

same rule to individuals as well as to 
classes. He never fails to strike with 
his inimitable wit shams of any kind.

PRTNCE GEORGE TS 


CRETE'S 
RULER. 


Prince George of Greece Is before the j ublic eye again. He haa been nonl* 


Inated by the four powers to act as high commissioner of Crete, and It la hoped 
that in this way the trouble which his been caused by the Turkish troops on 
that Island will be obliterated. Since the Turko-Grecian war many pictures 
have been published of Prince George. None, however, has shown him since he 
developed into manhood. Most of the pictures were taken when he wa.8 yet a 
very young man. He is now but 29 years of age. The picture given here 
Is from one of the latest photographs taken of the prince. 


Prince George will act as high commissioner, which Is the same as gov- 


ernor, for a period of two or three years. He promises to endeavor to give 
equal justice to the two elements which go largely to make up the population 
of the island. Turkey has protested against the nomination of Prince George, 
and it is not believed that the powers have formally notified the porte of the 
nomination of the prince as commissioner. The last of the Turkish troops have 
evacuated Crete, and it is believed that order and peace will easily be restored. 
Prince George is the second son of the king and queen of Greece. He was-born 
at Corfu in 1869,

elderation. Captain P. A. Kenna, Twenty-first lancers, was awarded the Vic- 
toria cross for extreme heroism displayed at the battle of Khartum on Sept. 
2, 1898. He went to the assistance of Major Crole Wyndham of the same regi- 
ment when Wyndham was in danger of losing his life. The major had been 
unhorsed and was surrounded by a number of dervishes. Captain Kenna at 
great personal risk took him on his horse behind the saddle, thus enabling him 
to reach a place of safety. After the charge of the lancers Captain Kenna re- 
turned to assist Lieutenant de Montmorency in recovering the body of Lieu- 
tenant R. ,G. Grenfell, who had fallen during the charge. Captain Kenna had 
smelled powder before. He served in some of the India campaigns and had 
been mentioned In special orders on several occasions. He joined the Twenty- 
first lancers in 1886 and became a captain In 1S95. 


The deed which won for Lieutenant de Montmorency the' Victoria cross 


occurred right after the Charge which has made the Twenty-first lancers fa- 
mous among the cavalry regiments of England and put them on an equal foot- 
ing with those which took part in the charges at Waterloo, Balaklava and Kas- 
sassin. Lieutenant Grenfell was lying surrounded by a large body of der- 
vishes. Lieutenant de Montmorency drove them off, and, finding' G-rerifell dead, 
placed the body on his horse, which then broke away, leaving Lieutenant de 
Montmorency to face the enemy. Captain Kenna and Corporal Swarbrick came 
to his assistance and enabled him to join his regiment, which had begun to 
open a destructive fire on the dervishes.

neux, Royal Horse guards, who, wounded, dismounted and unarmed, was be- 
ing attacked by a number of dervishes. Although seriously wounded, Byrne 
attacked the. enemy, driving them away. He received a second wound while 
helping Lieutenant Molyneux reach a place of safety. 


' Captain Nevill M. Smyth of the Second Dragoon guards received the Vic- 


toria cross for distinguished services at the battle of Khartum. An Arab had 
run amuck among a number of the camp followers and had killed or wound- 
ed several of them. Captain Smyth rode forward and attacked the fellow, final- 
ly killing him, after he had received a dangerous wound Inutile arm from the 
spear carried by the Arab. By his brave act he saved the lives of several o£ 
the men. Captain Smyth acted as orderly officer to General Hunt -during the 
battle of Khartum, and his horse was hilled under him during the hard fighting. 


Colonel F. R. Wlngate and his colleague, Slatin Pasha, have received well 


deserved honors for the part they took In the Sudan campaign. Both have be- 
come knight commanders of the most distinguished Order of St. Michael and 
St_ George. Colonel Wingate was for years at the head of the intelligence de- 
partment at Cairo, and there is no man In either the English or Egyptian 
army who knows more about Mahdism than he does. While Sfatln Pasha 
was a captive at Omdurman Colonel Wingate was working for his escape.

There was noth- 
ing about Mahdism or the dervishes worth knowing that these two men did 
not know. What Slatin Pasha suffered during his Imprisonment by the Mahdl 
Is only known to himself. He was the last white man who saw the dead face 
of the murdered hero, General Gordon. He was at that time a prisoner in 
chains, but he lived through those years of untold suffering to accompany the 
avenging army to wipe out the dervishes.

Since the Sudan campaign and the 


Crete matters have been adjusted many 
of the officers and men who took part 
in them have been rewarded by the 
English government for their bravery 
or distinguished services.

When 
fuel ran low, they were sent on shore (with the guns of the vessel trained on 
them), supplied with axes and put to work chopping such wood as could be 
found along the banks of the river. AH the fighting qualities seemed to be 
taken out of them when their chief fled and their cities were In ruins. They 
worked at their new occupation with wonderful skill and handled the axes as 
well as they did their spears and long curved swords. When they had com- 
pjeted their work on shore, they carried the fuel to the bunkers of the vessel, 
where it was carefully stowed away, tt was a novel sight to see these black 
men In their long and spotless linen apparel handling the axes with the swing 
of a backwoodsman.

i of aldermen last evening1 ex-Congress- 


man John C. Crosby was elected to fill 
that office, in concurrence with the 
common council. Mr. Crosby is a 
democrat, but the election was made, 
depsite the fact that the aldermanic 
board is republican by one majority. 


By a strictly party vote of 4 to 3, the 


alderman refused to act upon the elec- 
tion of all officers to be elected in con- 
curr;erice, excepting that of city so- 
licitor. By this action Mr. Crosby de- 
poses Walter F. Hawkins, who was city 
solicitor from the time the city govern- 
ment was organized, in 1891, until 1896, 
and also in 1898. City Solicitor Crosby 
is a member of the law firm of Crosby 
& Noxon, which has an exceptionally 
large practice. 
The law department 


of Pittsfield has a busy year before it, 
there being considerable litigation to 
deal with, including the famous Mill 
brook cases. Mr. Crosby is thoroug-hly 
familiar with city affairs, and during 
his two terms as mayor in 1894-95 he 
made an excellent record.

Insane Hospital Report, 


There are many interesting things 


in the 43d annual report of the trustees 
ot the Northampton lunatic hospital, 
where the local insane are cared for. 
Dr. John A. Houston, the superinten- 
dent, saye in 
his 
report, that the 


smallest number of patients at the hos- 
pital 
nri any one day was 515; 
the 


largesi 565; the daily average a little 
larger than for the preceding year. Of 
the admissions about 66 per cent, came 
from the larger centers of population, 
33 per cent, were of foreign birth and 
about 60 per cent, of foreign parentage. 
In nearly 50 cases intemperance and 
dissipation in various forms were the 
principal causes of insanity, while the 
physiological change incident to old 
age was the cause in 25 cases. 


Of the 215 patients admitted during 


the year 18 of the males were farmers, 
31 laborers and six mill operatives; 29 
of the females were housewives, 18 en- 
gaged in housework, 10 mill operatives 
and 28 had no occupation. There were 
111 males and 101 females.
